Main Criticisms Of Gregor* 
ian Calendar; Outlined By 
Speaker ^iiiTiilk 

Reviewing the history of calendars 
at some length and explaining in de- 
tail the main differences .between the 
Gregorian calendar and Kwj SB wwK new 
systems recently submigpnîS rai the 
special committee of thel^ileague' of 
Nations, Professor Charles Bieler, D.D., 
Emeritus Professor of Christian Ethics, 
United Theological College, was the 
speaker on the Graduates' Broadcast 
over station OKAC last Friday even- 
ing. The subject of his addréss was 
'Reform of the Calendar.' 

Tbe q^eaker, in opening told how all 
but two of the 300-odd projects sub- 
mitted to the committee appointed to 
study ways and means of reformhig 
the Gregorian calendar were Immed- 
iately relegated to the - waste-papa 
basket. T^ese two, he pohited out, 
agree on a number of points and are 
being considered in reference to the 
introduction of a new calendar. 
Outlines Criticisms 

The speaker defined , a calendar as 
"a table stiowing the division of the 
days of ■ the year . into weeks apd 
months, giving the date of the prin- 
cipal religious and civic holidays.' The 
main criticisms of the present, or Gre- 
gorian, calendar are that the mobility 
of the date of Easter complicates the 
life <a Courts of Justice, schools and 
railways, and that there is a difference 
in the length of the months of the year 
he said. 

Of the, two projects now befmre the 
l£t9iA,ol,<S»liSxi^^ -that rtt 

ta regrettable to have a year of 365 
days, rather than 304, because the lat- 
ter number of days corresponds exactly 
with 62 weeks. Prof. Bieler continued. 
It is thus suggested that the extra day 
coQsidered as a holiday to be added 
ta;|.theisevenidays of the last, week of 
the>year.^- Tile same method would be 
adopted for the extra day of leap year, 
whiich would be placed after the last 
day of ."June, 

Assign Dates 

Both projects also- assign a fixed 
date to Eaister, the second Sunday in 
April which would be exactly between 
March 26 and April 25. Here the agree- 
ment in the systems ends, for they dif- 
fer entirely on another point which is 
of major importance. ^ 

The first system. Prof. Bieler went 
on, suggests a year of 13 months, each 
with four weeks. The first day of each 
month would always be Sunday and 
each would have 24 working days. "This 
regularity gave the project ; a certain 
popularity sevèraliyeara^ago^^enjeclally 
in the United StatesrbWtt^lPbeen 
almost abandoned now because, with 
this year, of 13 months^ division into 
semesters and trimsters would be Im- 
poœible. It would ^^^yuuôosé .addi- 
tional tasks, on thosn^mpose their 
accounts' at ..the end^^MU^^mmtii, 
aiid the payment , oii . interest wç^ 
more difficult, ùîd complicated.

Mr. Brooke Claxton Ad- 
dresses People's Forum 

PUBLIC MUST HELP ' 



League Of Nations Needs 
Popular Support To 
Insure Peace 

"If you want peace you must be pre- 
pared for war" is one of the most 
stupid slogans ever^^ vo lved stated Mr. 
Brooke Claxton, M^fi^flawyer and 
lecturer in the McGlu'Faculty of Law, 
in "What Can ' We Do For Peace In 
Canada." The speaker pointed out 
that it is much more true to say that 
if you have competitive armaments 
you mast have war. . 

Probably the greatest political 
triumph in history was the evolving of 
the League of Nations and the prin- 
ciple of maintaining peace by the 
collective system, Mr. Claxton stated. 
By placing a law between nations Just 
as . there is law between individuals 
and by arraniging for the enfmrclng of 
this law by . the collective action of 
nations the League of Nations em- 
bodies, the best ideas for the main- 
tenance of peace; As a result world 
pea^e.^as. probably been dealt its, most 
severe . blow by Jhe Japanese invasion 
of Manchuria and ' the fsjlùre- of the 
League to prevent. this action, ii; was

In the months ot July, August, September and 
October 1033, the production of electrical energy 
ta Canada efteeded that ta thé correspcmding 
mohths of any previous year. In November the 
amount generated surpassed the previous peak of 
production attained ta Norember 1M9 by three 
million kilowatt hows daily, equivalent to six per 
cent, and without doubt the' total amount of energy 
generated during .the year constituted a new record 
for Canada. 

In. view of the excepttohally low level of pro- 
duction throughout 1932 and in the early months 
of 1933. It is difficult to account for the magni- 
tude of production later in the year. Although the 
Interventag months witnessed rapid businesis re- 
covery, aiid iii spite of the fact that industrial pro- 
dtietion at the eiid of the year attained about 87 
per eent of the voliime of 1928, as compared with 
iO per cent in March, this'idoes not constitute an 
adequate explanation as to . why the amount of 
electrical energy generated in Sepl«mber,^v.6ctober 
and November 1033 should liavc éxeêedè^'the pro- 
duction of the corresponding months taVloii^ by 49 
p,?.r dent, or of the corresponding niohtiis in 1929 
by 3. per cent. ' . ' , 

Since this' Improvement in the volume of en- 
ergy generated has come at a thne when bustaess 
activity is expanding, it might seem as though the 
the statistics of energy geenerated would constitute 
a good index of industrial activity. It is probaUy 
true that there is such a relationsbip in the United 
States .^^iwgi^Hiiimptt Is dependent 

upon a^îri(»^«ifie^^^ of 'in^uMries, no one of which 
is of overwhehning 'taiportance, 

lln 1937, for instance, .the amount of energy 
generated was double tbe'MBOimt'pNduced In 193S, 
and certataly industrial praduoUon did not double- 
in four years. This ravld trend ■ was continued 
through 1930. It was in thoae yeani that there 
was the great expanaion ta the p^per taduitoy, and 
at the same thne there were many i ndustries jyhlc h 
were substltuttag electric power fox^^^jjj^^ 
these two factors aie i^vea (SùeJ 
siirpristag tliat the Upwiwil^tNind'^^^ 
duction was more pnmouneed than' the upward 
movement ta general tadustrial production. 

With due aUowanee for seasonal fluctuation, 
the decline in energy production did not begta un- 
til 1930, but by the lattn* past of 19S2 it had sunk 
to about the level of ioaà This falling off in the 
power tadustry came somewhat as a surprise, since 
the production of electrical energy had been pic- 
tured as an ascending cui^ê which was likely to 
be modified OBh|aiy^H» by relatively severe de- 
pressions. It isluM^S^' thè processes of recovery 
take place more rapidiy than those of recession, 
and certataly the quick, recovery ta the amount 
of energy, generated during the Paat ^ew months 
would seem to support this conclusion. ...ainy^ ^ 
May the total decline of threç years has bSSî^mwe 
than offset, .and at the end of 1933 a new record 
was eetablished. Durtag 1933 the number of kilo- 
watt hours of electrical, energy consumed in Can- 
ada was about three times as large as the ambunt 
consumed ta 1933. and present indications suggest 
that 'the "total volume of 1934 , will be fully four 
thnes as large as that of eleven years ago. 

In contrast then with these records stand, the 
the facts tiiat industry has not recovered to a potat 
where there is a no rinalÂdeniand.s.to6sv enei-gy for 
plant operation, and rau'^^evmuefot the power 
companies Is still at a relatively low' level. . Cana- 
dian electrical statistics are not sufficiently detail- 
ed to reconcile this apparent' an()maly completely;! 
but a study of the c|iaracter of current consump- 
tion wlU give a. betterl^'deiist^ndliig of- the sltua^ 
Hon. 



The decline in power consumption' can be at- 
'ibuted to the complete shutdown of a large num- 
ber of plants throughout the country. As these 
plants have re-opened, theii- demand for power' lias 
tacreased far more rapidly than has their volume 
of production. ■ Most of these plants have contracts 
under which they pay for a mtaimuïfi amount W 
power whiether or not it 'is nised. In any case, the 
un^t cost of energy is high' for small amounts and 
the cost per uinit decreases rapidly as volume In- 
creases. The plant which is operattag faWy stead-
